The 
loans were repaid, the senators 
were told. 


There has been testimony that 


later, when Beck needed money, 
the Fruehauf firm got a trucking 
firm, the Brown Equipment Co., 
lo lend Beck $200,000. Kennedy in- 
dicated there were other "de- 
mands" on Fruehaut by Beck and 
tiiat he intends to try- lo develop 
evidence along this line.
